She brought her 
life to an end but a few months ago when 
she discovered the facts which are indirectly 
responsible for Johnson's present plight—the 
enmeshing of another white girl, Lucile Cam- 
eron. 


Attacks Photographer with Cane. 

In his free hand the prize fighter carried a 
heavy cane, A photographer with flashlight 
and camera was waiting to snap the party 
as they entered the jail corridor. The pho- 
tographer had made many pictures of John- 
son before under somewhat different cir- 
cumstances, 

At sight of the photographer the negro’s 
eyes rolled wildly. He thrashed his manacled 
hand about, dragging the helpless deputy 
marshal like a palm leaf fan, He raised the 
own on the 
pher’s wrist: Then he tossed his capters 
about while they pleaded: “ Please don’t, 
Jack. Be a gentieman.” 

Two assistants to the deputy marshal ge- 
commodatingly shoved the photographer into 
the street. Johnson continued his triumphant 
march into the jail. Thére he sat down. As- 
sistant Jailer Tom Jordan approached him. 


Asks to View the Gallows. 

“Take off my Shoes,“ said the prize fighter 
to Jordan. 

The javier was indignant. Johnson re- 
moved his own shoes. 

The party started for the fifth tler. John- 
son asked for a chance to view the gallows. 
He was not permitted to do this, but was 
shown a picture of a negro who had been 
hanged. He did not seem to like it.

“Straw. Bondsmen“ Detected. 

Judge Landis, in whose court the prise 
fighter spent an eventful day listening to 
efforts made in his behalf by counsel to ob- 
tain his freedom, had refused to release the 
prisoner, although Mrs. Tiny Johnson, his 
mother, offered to schedule $50,000 in real 
estate. Johnson himself, through his at- 
torneys, stood ready to give a cash bond of 
$15,000 in the form of a certified check. | 

The judge decided to take this unalterable 
attitude as the result of a “ frameup which 
a band of professional “straw” dondsmen 
‘attempted to impose on the court. The ex- 
amination of witnesses revealed that a deal 
had been planned to impose on the court. 
The judge characterized the entire proceed- 
ing as “a disgusting and nasty piece of 
business. 

Albert C. Jones of 2969 Michigan avenue, 
one of the signers of the proffered bond for 
the negro’s release, was cited to appear on 
Monday morning to show cause why he 
should not be punished for contempt of court.

Hearing Can’t Remember

LANDIS PRESSES DOCTOR. 


Dr. William T. Kirby, the private banker, 
who failed on Oct. 31 with liabilities of $150,- 
000 and assets of $18,000, admitted yesterday 
at a midnight hearing before Judge Landis 
that for the last year and a half he has been 
crazy and that his affairs are in such shape 
as only a madman could leave them. 

Kirby was brought into court during the 
evening from a private asylum at Winnetka, 
to which he was committed on Nov. 1 by 
Judge Owens. There was a week's growth 
of beard on his face, his black hair fell about 
his face, and he walked with the gait of one 
suffering from incipient paralysis. He had to 
be helped. to the witness stand. When seated 
he crouched down. His answer to many 
questions was an unintelligible mumble. 


Gall It a Conspiracy. 

The attorneys who are opposing the bank- 
ruptey proceedings say Kirby is feigning. 
One of them called him Chicago’s Fainting 
Bertha of Finance They say he and his 
wife and his cousin, Daniel Kirby, entered 
into a conspiracy to steal the bank's funds 
and that Kirby’s present Insanity” is one 
of this conspiracy’s features. Daniel Kirby 
and Dr. Kirby's wife already have been ar- 
rested on charges of opereting a confidence 
game. 

In the course of the night proceedings 
two other sensational charges developed. 
One was that the privete hearing at which 
Kirby was committed to the sanitarium was 
“framed up by politicians, among whom 
an ex-alderman is named. The second was 
the allegation that a man identified only as 
„„ John had blackmailed Kirby out of §30,- 
000. 
Lantry Talks of “Playing Sick.“ 

Two others came in for a severe question- 
ing besides Dr. Kirby. They were Danie! J. 
Kirby, the cousin, and Thomas B. Lantry, 
who already has admitted he accepted $500 
from Kirby just before he was committed to 
the sanitarium. Lantry was questioned as 
to the arrangements that were made for the 
insanity hearing before Judge Owens. He ad- 
mitted that before the ineanity hearing, anc 
after he had been paid $500 by Kirby, it had 
been suggested that Kirby play sick" fora 
day or two while the bank’s affairs were 
being straightened out. 

“Did you consult former Ald. McDermott 
or any other politician about arranging for 
the insanity hearing? the witness was 
asked. 

“1 don't remember any such consulta- 
tion,“ was the reply. 

Many Things Forgotten. 

Kirby's testimony was extraordinary, not 
onty for the things he told, but for the things 
he had forgotten. He said he had no idea 
how much money he had when he started the 
bank. He kept only two books, one a regis- 
ter of daily receipts and disbursements and 
the second a record of individual deposits. 

He had no idea where these books could 
be found now. He admitted having drawn 
$20,000 in bilis of large denomination from 
the Stockmen’s Trust and Savings bank 
within three days just preceding his fail- 
ure, but he had no idea” what became of 
the money. The examination was conducted 
by Michael Gesus, attorney for the Central 
Trust company, the recetver.

CITY FUEL CO. GETS 


KNICKERBOCKER 


Concern Which Sells Most 01 
Chicago's Coal Acquires 
the Ice Trust. 


$19,700,000 IN THE DEAL. 


It was announced yesterday that control 
of the Knickerbocker Ice company, the Chi- 
cago ce trust,” had deen acquired by the 
City Fuel company, which is said to be also 
extending its control over Iilinole coal mines. 
Formal announcement has not been made 
as to the details of the absorption of the 
Knickerbocker by the City Fuel combine. 
Some of the leaders in the City Fuel interests 
are at French Lick considering details. 

The annual meeting of Knickerbocker Ice 
will be held on Nov. 20, and at that time 
several changes will be made in the direc- 
torate. Fred W. Upham, head of the City 
Fuel, has been a director of the Knicker- 
bocker for some time, but it is declared prob- 
able there will be Increased representation 
of the coal interests. Francis Stuyvesant 
Peabody, chairman of the board of City Fuel; 
George F. Getz, and members of the old 
Lin- Robinson Coal company are expected to 
be represented. 


Public “Might” Reap Benefit. 

It was suggested that in view of the de- 
creased cost of delivery resulting from the 
increased operating efficiency, Chicago might 
reap the benefit in the form of decreased 
prices for both ice and coal, but this was 
found to be a theory and was not confirmed. 

It was pointed out, however, that even the 

seasons conspire to ald this latest combina- 
tion. When the ice department is strug- 
gling hardest to take care of the public the 
coal department will be resting for its own 
marim um labors a half year later. Then the 
ice department will get a chance to rest. 
There are frequent seasons when both areat 
work, but never a time when both are rest- 
ing. 
The particular advantage to the companies 
from the new community of interest will ac- 
crue from the opportunity to use their equip- 
ment jointly, thus saving a great amoum by 
steady instead of seasqna) employment. 
There are horses, harness, wagons, cars, rall- 
road switches, drivers and loaders, and two 
great office forces, all of which are now gud- 
ject in a degree to seasonal demand. 


Combination Involves Millions. 

The City Fuel company is considerably the 
largest single coal retailer in Chicago. Just 
a year ago it absorbed its big competitor, the 
Lill-Robinson company. and doubled its 
stock. At present it has $2,000,000 preferred, 
62.000 000 common, and $200,000 sinking fund 
preferred stock. It le understood to pay well 
on this capitalization. 

Knickerbocker Ice i¢ considerably larger 
and its operations more diversified. It has 
$3.000,000 preferred and $4,000,000 common 
stock and two bond issues, $8,500,000 au- 
thorized, but only about $3,500,000 outstand- 
ing. It operates in Illinois, Wisconsin, and 
Indiana, and is rapidly building up artificial 
plants sufficient to take cgre of the entire 
local territory. 

“It is apparent the companies might be 
operated together with advantage to both,“ 
said John S. Field, president of the Knicker- 
bocker. There is a period in midsummer 
when we are rushed nearly to death to handle 
our business. Then there is a long period of 
idleness. It ie my understanding that similer 
conditions exist with the coal company.”

CHAOS IN CONSTANTINOPLE 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. The Shelk- 
Ul-Islam, head of the hierarchy in Turkey, 
today jesued the following appeal fore holy 
war in a manifesto addressed to the Dlemas 
and Hodkas: | 

With a view to exciting and encourag- 
ing the soldiers of the enemies who sur- 
tound us, their priests, cross in hand, are 
working in the ranks of the army. R 
not fitting that our Ulemas should ne- 
lect the accomplishment of a similar duty, 

In order that the victory and glory 
promised by the Almighty may be grant+ — 
ed without delay to the Ottoman army 
it is necessary that the venerable Ulesmas 
organize a Jihad. Buch a holy war has 
forever become an obligation if the condl- 
tion of the Ottoman soldiers, who all are 
heroes, is to be strengthened. 

Diemas who feel that they posses the 
aptitude and strength to participate in 
this important task are invited to present 
themselves immediately at the Sheik-Ul- 
Islamat, which will send those selected 
to the army. , 

Cites Ferdinand’s Proclamation. 
The ulemas is the body of Mosiem doctors, 

under Sheik-ul-Islam’scontrol, who interpres 
the Koran. The head of the Mohammedan 
church, in his reference to “their priests, 
cross in hand, are working in the ranks of 
the army,“ undoubtedly had in mind the 
proclamation of King Ferdinand of Bulgaria 
in which he said that the present war was 
one of the cross against the crescent. 

A story from the front says the hodjas of 
Stamboul, accompanied by a high personage 
with the sacred green flag of the prophet, are 
attempting to revive the spirits of the troops 
at Tchatalja and restore the military prestige 
by preaching a holy war. 

It is sald the soldiers listened wearily to 
these exhortations and that it seems un- 
possible to rekindle their religious ardor 
and stimulate them by these devices. 

To the entreaties of their religious chief 
to rise and exterminate the infidel invaders, 
the soldiers of Abdullah Pasha invariably 
answer., Fight? Give us bread.” 


Will Block a Massacre. 

In reference to the danger of massacre at 
Constantinople. the powers have been in- 
formed that the Bulgarian commanders 
would never allow the beaten Ottoman forces 
to break away to the city, but would drive 
them to the northward. This, it is stated, 
has been the intention of Bulgaria all the

‘ark Soldiers Now Desperadoes. 

The usually “ptact ‘woldier has

of food. Even a crust of stale bread is a 
prize. Horses which were killed or died of 
exhaustion are eaten raw by the famished 
_Boldiers. 

“Many of the fugitives lost all sense of 
direction and, ignorant of the lie of the coun- 
try, marched along the railway with their 
denumbed sense telling them that it must 
lead to somewhere. 

“Scores of them dropped exhausted on 
the track and the last train from Tchorlu 
had to proceed with extreme caution or it 
Would have decapitated many of those who 
bad fallen along the lines 

“The train was hastily filled with the 
wounded and women and children of the refu- 
Sees. It carried also Abdullah Pasha’s staff, 
the foreign military attaches and a few war 
correspondents. The women and children 
were Packed so closely in the cars that many 
ol them were badly crushed and some were 
éctually asphyxiated. 


: Humanity Swarms on Train. 

Owing to the slow pace at which the train 
proceeded any fugitive soldier who has 
zumelent energy left to accomplish the feat 
dhumdered aboard.

Declares Many of Them Are Ruled by 


Primitive Instincts. 


New York, Nov. &.—[Special:‘]—Mary H. 
Austin, the author. has started an apimated 
discussion among club women of New York 
by ber startling statements at a meeting of 
the Legislative league at the Waldorf, The 
women members of the league were still 
gasping today at her statements regarding 
marriage and divorce. She also advocated a 
double standard of morality. 

* There are worse things than a husband's 
occasional irregularities with other women, 
she said. 

“As the most important causes for divorce 
she named the drug and drink habits. She 
said she would not live with a husband who 
made her ask him for every 80 cents she 
warted. 

She proposed these three ways in which she 
believes the number of divorces can be re- 
duced: 

Have sex psychology and the busi- 
ness organization of marriage taught in 
schools. 

Have more stringent marriage restric- 
tions, including a commission to investi- 
gate the forbears of candidates for matri- 


mony. 
Have all divoree cases tried in private. 


Asks Stated Sum for Wife. 

“ very school curriculum should include 
instruction in the psychology of passion, of 
sex relationship and of jealousy. Mrs. Aus- 
tin raid to the league. As there have been 
marriages for thousands of years, it is 
strange that men and women have not 
learned how much happiness depends upon 
businesslike system in the economies of the 
home, 

“You would think,“ she explained, the 
fact would be established that the setting 
aside of a definite sum for the use of the 
wife each week makes for happiness. Yet, 
there are many young people who marry 
without seeming to realize that. The eco- 
nomic dependence of the wife is an enormous 
factor in the unhappiness of many mar- 
riages.

‘CAR ARBITRATION 


!/ STRIKES NEW SNAG 


L. A. Busby and Committee of 
Workers Unable to Agree 
on Conditions, 


REPORT TO BOARD TODAY. 


Judge Carter Vainly Urges. the 
Necessity for Mutual 
Concessions. 


The questions of Sunday runs, extra com- 
pensation for night runs, pull outs and 
“fall backs and extra pay for teaching 
students proved a snag against which 
President L. A. Busby of the Chicago City 
railway and a committee of car men struck 
at a conference yesterday in the traction 
controversy. 

When the conferees adjourned late in the 
afternoon it was agreed by both sides that 
these issues would have to be worked out 
by the board of arbitration, and that there 
was no hope of coming to an understanding, 
as they had at similar conferences on the 
subject of time schedules. 

A report to that effect will be made this 
morning to Arbitrators Carter, Fleming and 
Scanlan in Judge Scanlan’s courtroom in the 
county building. Neither side, apparently, 
would budge on the issues involved. 

Ie had been hoped that these points could 
be settled in conference, as had the time 
schedule issue in conferences lasting two 
days. Had the points named been adjusted 
only the question of wages would have been 
left for arbitration. 


Issue Involves Much Argument. 

The decision to try to settle the Sunday 
runs and other points in conference was only 
obtained after considerable argument. 

“I don't believe much can be accomplished 
by our going back to discuss the matter,” 
said W. D. Mahon, president of the Amal- 
Samated Association of Street and Hiectric 
Raftlway Employés, when the conferees re- 
ported to the arbitrators in the morning 
their settlement of the time schedule ques- 
tion, but inability to come te an agreement 
on the other matters. 

Mr. Mahon’s answer brought forth a phil- 
osophic sermon from Judge Carter, umpire 
of the arbitration commission. 

“There is no such thing as the saying, 
‘we have gone as far as we can go,’ he said. 
There always is room left to budge a little 
more. Don’t either one of you be too sure 
you are going to get what you have asked. 
You may be disappointed, like some of the 
candidates in the lest election, if you do. 

“The great crises in public questions are 
always settled by compromise. I want you 
to approach these questions in the same 
spirit. 


Carter Pleads for Compromise. 

“I have become firmly convinced that in 
these great crowding problems it is abso- 
lutely essential that the men and the com- 
panies have some way of settling these dis- 
putes without the great final struggle—the 
strike. Arbitration is a good way of settling 
such contests, but settlement without arbi- 
tration is better. 

“I belleve.you can take up these questions 
one by on nd settle them better than can 
the Board. Remember that both des must 
approach the questions with a spirit of com- 
promise. It is impracticable to have an idea] 
solution for the men under the present con- 
ditions.“ 

The men are asking a readjustment of the 
Sunday runs, $3 a day or 50 cents an hour. 
for night runs from 12 p. m. to 6 a. m., 50 
cents a day extra for teaching students“ 
and ten minutes’ allowance for pull outs "— 
that is, when the cars leave the barns—with 
ten minutes’ time for “ pullbacks ’—when 
the cars are run into the barns at the end of 
the run. 


Where Conditions Differ. 

On the south side the conductors and mo- 
tormen are now allowed five minutes each 
for such work, while on the Chicago Rail- 
ways lines the conductor is allowed ten min- 
utes, but the motormen nothing. 

The allowance ostensibly is for reporting 
and getting ready to take the cars out, time 
for lunch, and the time required to turn in 
reports at the end of the run. It iscontended 
by the traction men that if this rule were 
adopted it would be necessary to allow the 
crew of a swing run thirty minutes extra 
time each day.

Ogden McClurg Sees Vindication for 
Himself in Action.

McClurg Sees a Vindication. 

„ regard the indefinite continuance as 
clear a vindication for me as I could possibly 
have had if the case had been brought to 
trial,“ said Mr. McClurg. “I would have 
preferred to have the case fought out because 
then everybody could have seen there never 
was any evidence to connect me withit. It 
was continued indefinitely simply because of 
lack of evidence.“ 

Attorney Scott, counsel for Wilson, said 
the continuance did not mean that the suit 
would be dropped. He said that he asked 
for delay because he was busy with other 
legal matters. 

„Has there been any financial settlement 
or settlement of any sort out of court?” he 
was asked. 

“ There has been no settlement,” he replied.

STERILIZED CLOTHES URGED 
FOR VISITORS TO HOSPITALS. 


Dr. Isaac A. Abt Suggests Means of Pre- 
venting Spread of Epidemics, Espe- 
cially Where Children Are Concerned. 


Suggestion that visitors at children’s hos- 
pitals don sterilized garments, similar to 
those worn by surgeons in the operating 
room, is made by Dr. Isaac A. Abt in the 
Journal of the American Medical Associa- 
tion. It is offered as one of several precau- 
tions to prevent epidemics. 

It is safe to say that visitors at times 
bring infection into the wards,” writes Dr 
Abt. The matter of visiting is a problem. 
in the administration of children’s hospitals 
which requires the most delicate treatment. 
To deny parents the right to visit their chil- 
dren would entail a hardship which would 
seem almost inhuman. 

‘‘ Sterilized garments for visitors would 
increase the already large expense account, 
but in the end the cost would be overbalanced 
by the results.“

Showing Arouses Ire of Judge. 

The judge’s ire was aroused by the testi- 
mony of Jones and May showing that the 
bond, so far as their alleged property was 
concerned, was worthless. In the case of 
Jones, it developed the property he sched- 
uled, a four story brick and stone residence 
at 2926 Michigan avenue, valued by him at 
$35,000, had been deeded secretly back to 
his wife. 

The existence of the secret deed was brought 
out by District Attorney Wilkerson in the 
cross-examination of Jones, Mrs. Mary Meyer 
Jones, his wife, who was summoned to court 
forthwith by Judge Landis, and their attor- 
ney, Benjamin Levering. 
fused to accept the bond under any consid- 

tion. Jones swore to the elerk of the 
Dietrict court and also testified before Judge 
Landis that he owned the property. 

In the case of Tony May it was shown 
that four pieces of property he scheduled 
of an aggregate value of $50,000 were heavily 
incumbered and that he now fe on $700 of 
bénds in the state courts and $400 in the 
Municipal court. 


Court Thunders Reproof.

DEMOCRATS URGE J COURT HEARS VOTE FRAUDS 


SPECIAL SESSION 


Members of -Congress Ask 
Wilson to Call Houses To- 
gether in Spring. 


TARIFF AS CHIEF ISSUE. 


Party Leaders Assert That Cam- 
paign Pledges Should Be 
* 


Fulfllled Soon. 

New York, Nov. 8.— [Special. I- Democrats 
in congress are urging Gov. Wilson to begin 
his term of office as president by calling an 
extra session of congress to revise the tariff. 
Word comes from Princeton today, however, 
that the governor has not decided what 
courge he will pursue. 

Most of the statements from leading Demo- 
crate which follow have been received in 
answer to a telegram asking for expressions 
of opinion on the advisability of calling such 
an extra session: 

Oscar W. Underwood, Alabama, chairman 
of the ways and means committee of the 
house: The Democratic party is pledged 
to ah immediate downward revision of the 
tariff. This promise must be fulfilled in order 
to relieve the consumer of the country from 
many unjust and burdensome custom duties. 
The ‘customs duties are jnterwoven with a 
large part of the commercial and manufac- 
turing business of the country. Uncertainty 
as to what changes will be made in the cus- 
toms taxes may delay business development. 
In my judgment, in the interest of both the 
consumer and the manufacturer, all un- 
certainty should be avoided by immediate 
action of congress in an extra session.”’ 


Palmer Wants Pledge Fulfilled. 

A. Mitchell Palmer, Pennsylvania, member 
of the ways and means committee: 

“The Democratic party should fulfill its; 
promises to the American people with all 
diligence. 1 am strongly in favor of an extra 
session of congress to be called soon after 
the inauguration, which should be devoted 
to the consideration of tariff legislation.” 

Eugene F. Kinkead, New Jersey, member 


of the house committee on appropriations: . 


I think a special session should be called 
and that the tax should be removed from 
meats especially, and then other necessities 
of life, and reduced om cotton, woolens, and 
steel products.“ 

William E. Tuttle Jr., member from New 
Jersey: I hope an extra session will be 
‘called immediately and pass the most im- 
portant tariff measures. This will remove 
uncertainty for business interests and doubt 
as to the sincerity of the Democrats.”’ 


Views of Virginia Men. 

William A. Jones, Virginia, chairman of 
the committee on insular affairs: In my 
judgment, congress should be called in extra 
session as soon after March 4 next as prac- 
ticable for the purpose of carrying into effect 
the pledges of the Democratic party in re- 
spect to the tariff and other important sub- 
jects.”’ 

Edward W. Saunder, Virginia, member of 
the committee on appropriations: ‘‘ An extra 
session is altogether likely. Whatever legis- 
lation there is going to be ought to be ar- 
ranged for and put through as quickly as 
possible.“ 

John N. Garner, member from Texas: The 
Democrats will now control the house, and 
have their candidate in the presidential chair 
as well. They should revise the tariff at the 
earliest possible date.“ 

John J. Fitzgerald, New York, chairman 
of the committee on appropriations: ‘‘ There 
should be an extra session. The question 
of the tariff should be disposed of as quickly 


as possible.“ 


Baltimore Against Extra Session. 

Baltimore, Md., Nov. 8.— [Special. I— With 
comparatively few exceptions, every busi- 
ness man of any prominence in this city, be- 
lieves it would be unwise for the ineoming 
president to call congress in extra session. 
This applies to Democrats as well as Repub- 
licans. About the only advocates of imme- 
diate tariff revision are the men not identi- 
fied with business interests and these are 
lawyers. 

Charles England (Democrat), former pres- 
ident of the chamber of commerce, Ils against 
any sudden tampering with the tariff. 

Former Gov. Warfield, who is the president 
of the Fidelity Trust and Deposit company, 
believes in moving along cautiously. 


Boston Would Wait for Regular. 

Boston, Mass., Nov. 8.—[Specia!l.]—Local 
merchants as a whole do not approyg of the 
calling of an extra session of congress to deal 
with the tariff. They arestrongly in favor of 
waiting until the regular session. 

William Whitman, head of one of the lead- 
ing dry goods houses here, said tonight: 

in my opinion an extra session of congress 
is uhcalled for and unwise.’’ 

Arthur T. Lyman, who is intimately asso- 
ciated with the cotton manufacturing busi- 
ness, said that an extra session of congress is 
not desirable. ‘*‘ Whenever we have had an 
extra session it has caused a falling off in 
business, he said. 


Leave It to President Elect. 

Phlladeiphia, Pa., Nov. 8&.— [Special.] 
Leading business men of Philadelphia seem 
to be of the opinion that they should let 
President-elect Wilson do his own thinking 
on the tariff revision question.

REPEATS CHARGE. 


Eighteenth Ward Election Judge In- 
plicates “Watchers.” 


Evidence indicating that friends of Peter 
Bartzen hed marked illegally several hun- 
dred ballots in the Bighteenth ward and 
stuffed them in boxes was presented to Jucge 
Owens of the County court yesterday. Asa 
result three men were held and a grand 
jury investigation of the political methods 
of some of Honest Peter's friends will 
begin next week. 

David Rose, manager of the Vestibule bote! 
and, according to investigators for the elec- 
tion board, an expert in “ colonization,’’ is 
accused of having marked ballots in the 
sixteenth precinct for Leland 8. Rapp, Re- 
publican candidate for Municipal court clerk, 
while ‘‘Jew’’ Gordon, a Democrat, was 
marking an equal number of ballots for 
Bartzen. 

Rose and Gordon and two judges of elec- 
tion, James II. Harris and J. H. Root, in 
the Eighteenth ward, were held uncer bonds 
of $3,500 for a preliminary hearing next 
Friday. Before that time the evidence 
against Rose and the others will have been 
presented to the grand jury by Commissioner 
Czarnecki of the election board and indict- 
ments asked. 


Vote “Trading” Charged. 

Rose was arrested on Wednesday evening 
after Harris had complained to the election 
board the man, a4 watcher,’ had been mark- 
ing ballots after the election for Rapp. The 
counter charge that Rose and Gordon had 
entered into an agreement by which Bartzen 
voters were to be marked by Gordon was 
made. 

Harris took the stand yesterday in Judge 
Owens’ courtroom and repeated his story of 
accusing Rose of marking ballots. 

Rose was a Republican watcher and Gor- 
don was a Democratic watcher,’ hesaid. “I 
saw Rose marking ballots for Rapp and ac- 
cused him of it. He did not make any an- 
swer and then I ordered him out of the poll- 
ing place. He told me that an agreement 
had been made and that I was to keep quiet 


and not pay any attention to what either he 


or Gordon did. Gordon was working for 


Peter Bartzen.“ 


Eight Men Held by Court. 

Eight men are now held by the court pend- 
ing an investigation of election conditions in 
the Eighteenth ward. Three of the men are 
alleged to have been working on behalf of 
Bartzen.. Besides the case of Rose and Gor- 
don, James Kirk is accused of having pur- 
chased votes for Bartzen at $1 each. His 
hearing is set for Wednesday before Judge 
Owens, but it is the intention of the election 
board to present the testimony to the grand 
jury on Monday. 

Judge Owens reappointed Anthony Czar- 
necki, whose commission expired yesterday. 
as the Republican member of the election 


of the Progressive party for representation 
on the board as the second party in the state, 
and the court issued a certificate to Mr. 
Czarnecki without any formal opposition. 

The election board began the canvass of 
the votes at Tuesday’s election. Six pre- 
cincts were finished during the day with lit- 
tle or no important changes in the leads of 
any of the candidates. It is expected the 
canvass will take at least four weeks. No 
night sessions are to be held.

The pro- 
posed scheme is for the dog muzzles to bear 
the license number of the dog. A dog caught 
without a muzzle also will be minus his 
license tag, and consequently subject to im- 
mediate execution by a policeman. 

“The idea is that the muzzle will be the 
dog’s license certifleate, Ald. Nance, head 
of the health committee, and a member of 
the subcommittee, said yesterday. No dog 
owner who cares anything for the life of 
his pet then will allow the animal to be en 
the streets without a muzzle. 

“ Owners of dogs cannot object to paying 
the slight charge for the muzzles, for they 
know the city ordinance requires the muz- 
ling of the animals.”

SPECIAL SESSION 


Purpose to Consider Appor- 
tionment Act and Possi- 
bly to Elect Senator. 


FOR LORIMER VACANCY. 


Hopkins and Sherman in Run- 
ning, with Progressives 
Opposing Move. 


The present Illinois legislature—the retiring 
body—undoubtedly will be called by Gov. 
Deneen in extra session, to meet on Nov. 20 


to consider a congressional and senatorial 


apportionment act. 

It will be in the business of the session to 
elect a United States senator to fill the seat 
in Washington once held by William Lorimer. 

Two candidates will be strongly in the run- 
ning, Albert J. Hopkins and Lawrence Y. 
Sherman, although Mr. Sherman still doubts 
the wisdom of his friends in urging him to 
stand as a candidate at this critical juncture 
in Illinois political affairs. 

Hopkins is an avowed candidate and de- 
mands the place on the ground that he should 
bave been elected in 1900 instead of Mr. 
Lorimer. 

Gov. Deneen, his friends say, will not be a 
candidate under any circumstances. For the 
present, following his retirement from the 
executive mansion at Springfiéld, he has no 
expectation of holding public office. 


Progressives Question Legality. 

The Progressives. led legislatively by State 
Senator Walter Clyde Jones, 
acknowledge the legitimacy of the extra ses- 
sion call as pertaining to the Fortgseventh 
general assembly. It will be their conten- 
tion, in wnich they are joined by the Hearst- 
Harrison Democrats, that the Forty-seventh 
assembly passed away with the election on 
Tuesday and the members~-elect are the only 
legislators who can be convened in special 
session. 

This was stated definitely yesterday by 
Senator Jones. The advisers of the state 
administration have no faithin his argument. 

The governor was in Chicago yesterday. 
He had a long consultation with Lewrence 
¥. Sherman, who has the advisory vote be- 
hind him for the full term senatorship which 
is to be filled at the regular session. 


Cullom for Extra Session. 

On Wednesday night the governor and 
Senator Shelby M. Cullom conferred on the 
advisability of an extra session. Mr. Cullom, 
at the Comeress hotel yesterday, in a state- 
ment, said it becomes the duty of the Re- 
publicang in the present legislature to act to- 
gether ahr dend a Republican to Washington, 

It is believed by Republican leaders that 
enough of the Republicans, elected as such, 
will agree to stand by a caucus on the sena- 
torship toielect a senator in an extra session. 

Senator Jones probably will not go into a 
Republican caucus. Senator Stewart of Au- 
rora. indorsed for re@lection by the Progres- 
sives, and closely allied with Congressman 
Copley, may stay away. Senator Magill of 
Princeton is figured as ready to act with the 
Republicans. Senator Hurburgh of Gales- 
burg may stay with the regulars and he may 
line up with the Progressives. 


Present Lineup in House. 

Of the present membership in the house 
there is a vacancy in the Twenty-fifth district, 
caused by the death of Representative Hutz- 
ler. Representative Carter of Champaign is 
an avowed Progressive. Representative 
Church and Representative Ryberg of Chi- 
cago were active in the Progressive or- 
ganization, and Representative Reid of Au- 
rora is figured as having strong Progressive 
tendencies. This would reduce the Repubi- 
can vote on joint ballot to 108, five more then 
necessary to elect a senator, if a working 
agreement can be reached between the Re- 
publican factions. 

That is what now engrosses the attention of 
the Republican state leaders, and if it ap- 
pears today or tomorrow that enough Re- 
pubbicans will work together to warrant the 
call, the governor probably will act early in 
the coming week. 


Late Returns Make Shifts. 

Complete returns were compiled last night 
on the new legislature. E. C. Perkins, Re- 
publican, appears to have been elected to the 
senate in the Decatur district instead of the 
Democrat, and on the face of the figures the 
Republicans have twenty-six senators in the 
new body, to twenty-four Democrats, and one 
elected Progressive. This isa paper majority 
for the Republicans, however, as Senator 
Jones does not expect to act with the Repub- 
licans, and with the Progressive from the 
Evanston district, and at least one other Re- 
publican, will hold the balance of power. 

The bouse now stands: Republicans, 53; 
Democrats, 78; Progressives, 24; Socialists, 8. 
On joint ballot,.on these figures, the standing 
will be: Republicans, 79; Democrats, 97; Pro- 
gressives, 25; Socialists, 3. 

The Democrats are short four votes to or- 
ganize the house and elect a speaker and 
would not have enough with the three Social- 
ists. They are six votes short of enough to 
elect a United States senator. The Repub- 
licans and Progressives combined have ex- 
actly enough to elect a speaker and one more 
than enough to elect a senator.

Lost by a vote of 31 to 17—but then, as 
Barnes of New York would assure us—the 
referendum is a terrible thing, a banana peel 
on the door step of liberty. 


STRIVING FOR AEGEAN PORTS. 

Of the buzzards watching the Balkans, 
Austria causes the most alarm. She wants 
the subprovince of Novi-Bazar, the finger 
of the Ottoman empire in Europe, which 
points up between Servia and Montenegro 
and touches Bosnia. Austria was given 
Bosnia and Herzegovina for purposes of ad- 
ministration, along with Novi-Bazar, by 
the treaty of Berlin. In 1908 she withdrew 
from the subprovince, but gobbled the two 
provinces over which she had been given 
administrative powers. She has a thirst

ould go down to the Aigean sea and es- 
_ tablish trade routes to the east. 
Thus Austria would be wedged into

_. Balkan territory and would block Servia 


from ever attaining its ambition to reach 
the sea and come into direct touch with Asi- 
atic trade. 

If the allies enter Constantinople, Europe’s 
troubles may only have begun. 


THE NEXT STEP FORWARD, 

The governer-elect does well to include 
in the measures he hopes to take up early in 
his term that of the short ballot. The public 
policy vote was strongly in its favor at the 
late election, and the blanket ballot cast at 
the same time was a sufficiently “ horrible 
example to give point to the vote. 

Tun TRIBUNE urged the direct primary 
as a necessary step in restoring parties to the 
control ef their membership, and believes in 
its extension. It favors the initiative and 
referendum with proper safeguards. But it 


believes. that no measure is so necessary to 


establish genuine popular control of govern- 
ment as the diminishing of elective offices. 

A committee of the City club has under- 
taken an exhaustive survey of the situation 
in Illinois from the point of view of ballot 
reform, and recently has published a valu- 
able report which it is hoped will be given 
wide currency. The importance of the short 
ballot reform is not realized, and vigorous 
propaganda in its behalf is needed. 

The basic reasoning of the short ballot 
reform is best stated by Col. Roosevelt, who 
in his Columbus “ confession of faith said: 

In the first place, I believe in the 
short ballot. You cannot get good serv- 
ice from the public servant if you can- 
not see him, and there is no more effec- 
tive way of hiding him than by mixing 
him up with a multitude of others so 
that they are none of them important 
enough to catch the eye of the average 
workaday citizen. 

Justice Charies Evans Hughes, another 
man whom hard experience had taught, ex- 
presses the same point of view. Woodrow 
Wilson emphatically favors the short bal- 
lot, and even President Taft has vouch- 
eafed it his assent. 

In short, the most experienced and au- 
thoritative of our public men have come 
to realize the importance of a reform which 
thus far has received far too little popular 
consideration. The attack upon the initia- 
tive, referendum, and recall has raged 20 
violently and their defense has had to be 
so vigorous that this progressive proposal 
has been unduly neglected. It should begia 
to come into its own. 

Illinois, and especially Chicago, should 
be first in the assault upon multiplicity 
of elective offices, because they have per- 


haps the longest ballots in the country. In 


this city we have thé evil carried to a vi- 
cious absurdity. : 

At the Jate election the city voter was 
required to vote for twenty-nine electors 
and fifty-one or fifty-two etherofficers. The 
vote for the electors was really a vote for 
one man, but the names were there on the 
ticket to distract and confuse. And then 
there were fifty-one or two other offices of 
the state, the congressional district, the 
senatorial district, the county, the sanitary 
district, and the city. 

In the rural districts and smaller cities the 
number on the tickets, aside from the pres- 
idential electors, averaged about half the 
number of offices to be voted for in Chi- 
cago. 

In some precincts in this city the bewil- 
dered eye of the voter was confronted by a 
jungle of nearly 450 names on his blanket 
ballot. 

Of course this presents a problem which 
no voter can solve. What he does is to tely 
upon the party indorsement or the recom- 
mendations of the press. Independent judg- 
ment is impossible except in the case of the 
most conspicuous candidates. 

That this situation should have been 
brought about under the popular impres- 
sion that it made for democratic control of 
government is one of the most ironic les- 
sons of our political history. Only of late 
years have we been waking gradually ‘to 
the truth that by multiplying elective of- 
fices we are not increasing, but on the con- 
trary are diminishing, the people’s control 
over their public affairs, and that awaken- 
ing is not yet very wide. 

The City club report analyzes the situation 
in the city and state and makes some sug- 
gestions which will be commented upon at 


another. time. N

INDUSTRIAL INSURANCE. 

N England the cost of insurance is 
divided between the employé, the em- 
ployer, and the government. In Ger- 
many the cost is borne by the em- 
ployé and employer, the government 
contributing nothing. As the English sys- 
tem was not adopted until the German 
had been working for twenty years, uatural- 
ly it is an improvement, at least in many 
particulars, over the plan which pioneered. 

In Germany, insurance against illness 
and dependence ih old age is charged for 
on the basis of wages. Accident insurance 
is on a mutual basis and varies from year 
to year. 

The division of cost of sickness and in- 
validism is divided between employer 
and employe on the basis of about 6 to 10. 
A workingman getting $7.50 a week pays 
21 cents for insurance and his employer 
pays 13 cents. For sickness insurance the 
employé pays about 2.3 per cent of his 
wages and the employer 1.7 percent. The 
cost for insurance to provide for old age 
and invalidism is about 1 per cent of 
wages. The cost of this last type of in- 
surance is divide equally between em- 
ployé and employer.

For this the service rendered is of many 
sorts. Allusion already has been made to 
what is done for consumption and the 
diminution of the ravages of that disease 
that already has resulted. Other health 
activities are well worthy of note. 

Up to the end of 1910 the amount that 
had been devoted to the building of 
Sanitary homes to replace tenements and 
shacks was $75,000,000. Nearly $5,000,- 
000 had been spent in building quarters 
for single persona; for buildings for the 
indirect conservation of public health, 
$38,000,000; education of the public in 
public and persona! hygiene, $20,000,000.

Since 1899 much energy has been exerted 
in establishing forest resorts. At the 
present time there are more than one 
hundred of these. The better known are 
those near Berlin, Dusseldorf, Munich, 
Dresden, Leipzig.

These resorts 
are made as inexpensive as possible. The 
buildings are cheap wooden shacks with 
shelter benches, chairs, and hammocks. 
A lunch counter serving bread and milk 
is provided. Generaijly, the forest re- 
sorts are within seven miles of the city 
on lines of easy Communication, and the 
invalids are expected to reach them in 
the early morning and to leave for home 
by night. ; 

They take care of people with weak 
nerves, asthma, anemia, mild heart dis- 
ease, and conpalescents generally 
“those persons in indiffererit health who 
— to rest and recuperate in the open 
air.’

LA MARQUISE DE FONTENOY. 


dE Duke of Orleans, attended by Dr. 

Recamiler, has recently left for Turk- 

estan and for the southernmost prov- 

inces of Russia, in Asia, having passed 

through Moscow on his way east about 
ten days ago. 

When he was in India, first as a subaltern 
of the .English crack regiment known ds 
the Sixtieth Rifles, which he joined on grad- 
uating from the military college at Sand- 
hurst, and afterwards as a visitor and a 
tiger hunter, he devoted himself to exploring 
the southern slopes of the Himalayas. 

Now he proposes: to explore tn a still more 
extensive fashion the northern slopes and 
that Pamir tableland which is popularly 
known as the roof of the world.“ He pro- 
poses to return via Afghanistan and Persia. 

In the former country he will run no little 
risk, as it is at the present moment the head- 
quarters of the most fanatic kind of pan- 
Islamism, and intehse bitterness against the 
Christians prevails, owing to the treatment 
which the Moslems have been, receiving at 
the hands of the French in Morocco, on the 
part of the Italiang in Tripoli, and now from 
the four Balkan kingdoms, in the European 
provinces of Turkey. 

Persia, too, is the scene of much disorder, 
lawlessness, and internecine strife. .The 
tour of the duke. which 1s to last at least 
three or four months, will evidently not be 
without the spice and excitement of peril. 

The duke's abserice in central Asia will of 
course prevent hig coming to America this 
fall, and all the stories recently published 
on this side of the Atlantic that he was on 
the eve of sailing for the United States and 
Canada are withoyt foundation. : 

Indeed, he never even contemplated any 
such visit to America, at any rate this year, 
and it is difficult to. understand how the 


stories got abroad, 
~. 

Meanwhile his Only brother and next heir. 
Prince Ferdinand, Duo de Montpensier, who 
epent the entire summer of 1910 in this coun- 
try, mostly in New York, is cruising off the 
coast of England and Scotland on the yacht 
Maud, which has been chartered in turn by 
Alfred G. Vanderbilt and James Hazen 
Hyde, and which the prince has now pur- 
chased for himself and has caused to be en- 
tirely refitted. g 

Moreover, he has christened it anew, and it 
is now the Mekong, which is the name ofthe 
ending river in that Cochin-China where he 
has done so much exploring and surveying 
work, as a volunteer and at his own ex- 
pense, but for the benefit of the great rail- 
road, by means of which the French colonial 
government propobes to connect its oriental 
empire with the big markets of southern 
China. 

The yacht, which is 800 feet in length, of 
1.000 tons, and equipped with a triple ex- 
pansion 1,500 horse power engine, carries a 
crew of fifty sailors and stokers, in addition 
to the prince’s numerous servants. 

It is commanded by an English skipper of 
the name of Morton, and flies the burgee of 
the Yacht Club of France and the personal 
flag of the duke. 

It carries on its decks, in addition to the 
other boats, a steam launch and a motor 
boat, and is equipped with wireless apparatus, 
The yacht is rigged so as to enable it to 
make a good showing under sail in the event 
of the engine breaking down or being dis- 
pensed with. 

It is on this yacht that the duke proposes 
to sail shortly tor the far east, accompanied 
by the chief of his household, Louis de 


Joantho, . Lieut. Lopez Ramires of the Span-

Arnold Harris Mathew, who styles himself 
the Earl of Landaff, although the house of 
lords has rejected his claims to the peerage, 
and who also describes himself as lord arch- 
bishop and metropolitan of the Old Catholic 
church in England, has just been figuring 
in an extremely unpleasant manffer in a law- 
suit in the king’s bench division of the Su- 
pbreme court in London, the plaintiff being a 
Miss Mathilda Jane Mathew, who is now re- 
duced to extreme poverty and who is an in- 
mate of a charitable home for destitute gen- 
tlewomen, but whose fortune was wrecked 
by the sol-disant earl and by another of his 
Kinsmen. 

The case ended by the plaintirr obtaining 
judgment for some $30,000 or $40,000. But 
inasmuch as the defendants have no money, 
the bogus Earl of Landaff admitting in court 
that he had no assets and was dependent 
on Hterary work, which produced about $500 
a year, it is unlikely that the judgment will 
ever be satisfied. 

From this, too, it would appear that his 
execedingly scurrilous books regarding cer- 
taln medieval popes have not proved a finan- 
cla] success in spite of the fact that the de- 
scription of their author on the title as an 
archbishop, as a doctor of divinity, and as 
a British earl, conveyed to some people the 
impression that the statements contained 
therein carried weight. Some of the plain- 
tiff?s money was sunk by this pseudo ear! 
and pseudo archbishop in a scheme to create 
ological gardens at Brighton and other 
seaside resorts, a crazy enterprise. 

Inasmuch as the evidence goes to show that 
the defendants had sold Without her au- 
thority and converted to their own use some 
$20,000 worth of bonds and stocks, which she 
had intrusted to them to be employed as ool- 
lateral to cover an overdraft of one of their 
concerns at the bank, it is by no means im- 
probable thet more serious proceedings than 
those in the civil courts may take place 
against the defendants.

HE ADVANCE OF WOMAN,” by 
$¢ | Jane Johnstone Christie (Lippin- 
cott's) offers a review of woman's 
history. The book is rather a grim 
one, all thinge considered, and. 
reliable as Mrs. Christie's statements un- 
deniably are, the reader cannot but feel that 
she might have fared farther and got some- 
what nearer the vital truth. For while 
She has been quick to make an exposition 
of the disadvantages under which women 
labor, she has failed to mention the in- 
numerable mitigations of their lot, which 
bave made them after all the guardians of 
laughter, of song, of the dance, und of in- 
numerable secret and tender delighta Were 
the lot of women as austere in fact as a 
résumé of her legal limitations would make 
it seem, she would indeed be a creature 
accursed. Mrs. Christie pays a werm tribute 
to the fortitude of American women in their 
persistent struggle for independence. Mrs. 
Christie is the possessor of a strong, firm, 
and lucid mind and she marshals her facts 
with skill and susteins her arguments with 
determined logic. The only thing that the 
book lacks is the recognition that woman 
has been saved and blessed dy the divine 
illogic of events and that she remains, as 
no doubt she always has been, in the main 
a happy creature. 
~o 

“WHY WOMEN ARE 50.“ by Mary Rob- 
orte Coolidge (Henry Holt & Oo.) is a singu- 
Marly interesting book, taking cognizance of 
all, or almost all, of the phases of what we 
are pleased to call the woman question. 
Mre. Coglidge is satiric, but not too acrid, 
and she has a peychologic understanding of 
men and women and their mental actions and 
reactions which enables her to write astute- 
ly and even humorously of what she never- 
theless feels to be a very important and 
serious matter. She has read whatever has 
been written concerning the “inept Sex 
and ids ready with her defense. The book 
is both\vivacious and wise, both retrospec- 
tive and prophetic, both accurate and imag- 
inative. The fact that Mrs. Coolidge reale 
knows how to write is an incident that com- 
mende itself to the old-fashioned reader.

“WOMAN IN THE MAKING OF AMER- 
ICA,” by H. Addington Bruce (Little, Brown 
& Co.) is a historical review of what the 
women have done toward making our new 
world civilization. Mr. Bruce has been a 
keen hunter out of episodes, incidents, and 
Dersoneges, and to the well known tales has 
added some that are new. He treats the 
colonial period, that of the revolution and 
that of the civil conflict, seperately, and 
intersperses his personal sketches with com- 
ment that is both keen and sympathetic. 
There is, for example, a particularly divert- 
ing chapter relating to the first half of the 
eighteenth century, @ period which included 
the 2 from the crudities and 
austerities of the early colonisation and the 
upbullding of a social structure which for- 
shedowed the distinctive American traits 
of today.” Mr. Bruce regards woman as an 
enormously significant contributor to that 
period. “Not the least of her contribu- 
tion,” he writes, and certainly the most fas- 
cinating to her latter-day descendants who 
fondly piece together the scattered recorde 
of her doings, is the insistence with which 
she emphesized the lighter side of life. Pro- 
test though they might end did, such frown- 
ing citadels of asceticism as Boston an‘ 
Philadelphia were forced to follow the lead 
of more liberal communities and surrender 
@ her demand for gayety and entertain- 
ment.” He reviews the creation of society 
in the formal meaning of the word and in his 
later chapters, dwells upon the new social, 
literary, benevolent, and political activities 
of women. His book is an informing one 
and gives many glimpses into a valiant past. 


Joys of Country Life. 

“OUR COUNTRY LIFSZ,” py Frances 
Kinsley Hutchinson (A. c. McClurg & Co.), 
ig supplementary to “ Our Country Home,” 
which Mrs. Hutchinson published several 
years ago. It u a simple and beautiful rec- 
ord of quiet days—days in which the advent 
of the migrating warblers, the opening of 
some tended flowers, the leaving of trees. 
the sweeping of storms over a lake which 


Mrs Hutchinson's home overlooks, are the 


great events. A humor so gentle as to be 
almost tender, pervades the pages of this 
happy chronicle. The author is determined 
not to take her enthusiasm too seriously and 
gayly holds herself in when she finds some 
little fanaticiem taking hold of her. Her 
description, for example, of the warfare be- 
tween her desire to secure water views from 
her windows, and her loyalty to the dne trees 
that obstructed her view, will win a response 
in the hearts of many who have suffered 
from the\pangs of a similar contention. 

The making of fascinating diaries la an art 
better understood abroad than in restless 
America. e may be brilliant. but we are 
also self-conscious diarists. But Mrs. Hutch- 
inson has learned the amiable secret of good 
diary writing. She permits her story to flow 
on without effort at dramatic effect, relating 
naturally and with friendly intent, the story 
of the unemphatic days, and so produces a 
most desirable effect. She has increased in 
literary charm, but has lost nothing of that 
charming simplicity which has from the first 
marked her work. She has written a book to 
which the restless may well turn for instruc- 
tion.

Many tire of their country places when 
once they have developed them; but Frances 
Hutchinson understands how to make 
friends of birds and little furred beasties, 
how to listen to the low voites of the woods, 
how to be friends with the day and the night. 
Her ways are ways of pleasantness and her 
paths are those of peace.

Yet Rickman is not wholly 
a discovery in these pages. Readers with 
good memories may recall his name in the 
correspondence of Lamb, of Coleridge, and of 
Bouthey. Haslitt's brief mention of him 
in “ Conversation of Authors sketches him 


at once: ‘ 


“There was Rickman, who inserted some. 
incredible matter of fact as a likely paradox, 
and settled all controversies by an ipse dixit, 
a flat of his will, hammering out many a hard 
theory on the anvil of his brain—the Baron 
Munchausen of politics and practical philoso- 
phy.” 

For other characterizations of this man, 
now thought by one of his descendants to be 
worthy of a book, there are several from 
Lamb, Southey, and Coleridge. In looking 
for What is remarkable in him, independent 
of this renowned. circle, there is little which 
needs to detain us long. He is an English- 

man out and out, practical, efficient, dog- 
matic, and except for his friends uninterest- 
ing. There is 4 kihd of humor in his upro- 
mantic. way of taking a wife. Tou 
[Southey] ’ will find here an additional per- 
son to welcome you, as I lately imported a 
wife from the country by way of experiment. 
Ithink it will answer. We shall see. Iknow 
you are on the side of matrimony.”’ Other 
evidences of an eccentric personality arc 
found in Rickman, but merely having been 
a census taker and secretary to a speaker in 
the house of commons are not in them- 
selves important. But there is in the cor- 
respondence in this volume much intimate 
history of the last century, the Napoleonic 
wars, parliamentary and other reforms, and 
the rise of the democratic spirit in England. 
Rickman was a tory of tories, holding fast 
to the old, fearing the new. Southey was of 
like mind. and Lamb seems to have been 
undisturbed by politics.. After all. itis Lamb 
in this book who counts, and just when one 
was sure that E. V. Lucas had said and don® 
all that was to be said and done for Lamb, yet 
here he {s. and as humorous and pathetic as 
ever. It is: well that hie name appears on 
the title page. (Houghton, Mimin & Co.) 
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“THIS, THAT AND THE OTHER” is 
the promiscuous offering between two covers 
of Hilaire Belloc... For this writer, whose 
vocation is history it muet be diverting to 
set odwn these serious trifles. He gives them 
the conventional essay title, formal as Lacon. 
On Pedants. on Atheists, etc.. and for a. space 
of his work writes purposely like Bacon 
auny explaining matter of more or less mo- 
ment. Mr. Belloc gets tired of this exercise. 
and tries something in a lighter vein, and 
does touch some descriptive bits wih a falr 
amount of grace. The Young People is 
quite in the essay manner, and a few ethers 
make ever so slight a wave of pleasure in 
the mind. But Mr. Belloc is not deft enough 
for the essay. He is merely cultivating it

and Mr. Chesterton are no doubt gvod 
friends; they both see nothing fine in modern 
life and are interesting. reactionaries, and 
no doubt Mr. Chesterton's antic disposition 
becomes a little infectious and the two make 
a trial at a volume.

HE title of “THE BLACKBERRY 
PICKERS,” by Evelyn St. Leger (Put- 
nam's Sons), is so subtle that only the 
diligent title page reader solves it. 
The novel is prefaced by considerable 
poetry and among others is this quotation 
from Mrs. Browning: 
“ Earth's crammed with heaven, 
And ev'ry common bush afire with God; 
But only he who sees takes off his shoes 
The rest sit round itand pluck blackberries.” 
Therefore the title. At first glance the book 
is both annoying and digappointing. Thereis 
so much poetry, so many quotations, one 
more or less relevant after each chapter, a 
profusion of italics and small capitals, and 
the style is uneven, abrupt, even eccentric.

Mme. Gluck Is Soloist 
with Thomas Orchestra.

LAD in one of those interesting costumes 
which only the prima donna may ven- 
ture to assume when she advertises the 
glories of opera from the concert stage, 
Mme. Alma Gluck undertook to delight 

the eyes as well as the ears of Thomas patrons 
yesterday. afternoon in Orchestra hall. The 
sertorial effect was pronounced rather gaudy 
by some. Others professed to admire it. But 
the critic, seeking to discover the associations 
that may have contributed to make it an ap- 
propriate garb for the occasion, is somewhat 
at a loss. 
— 


To the dull masculine eye Mme. Glucks 
costume seemed to have its disadvantages, 
in that one was obliged to forget it in 
order fully to enjoy her song. So admirable 
were the qualities of her art that this was 
possible, both in the Mozart and the Charpen- 
tier numbers, To the Mozart aria she brought 
a tone of exquisite Rurity and a serenely poised 
and controlled interpretative intention, which 
revealed itself in shadings and phrasings that 
perfectly matched the beautifully delivered vio- 
lin obbligato. 

This same beautiful tone was warmed by the 
giow of deep feeling in the aria from “ Louise.” 
Temperament made vivid her presentation of 
the Charpentier music with its burden of sen- 
suous, imaginative effect. It is evident, then, 
that Mme. Gluck is responsive alike to expres- 
sions -of dramatic intensity and classic repose. 
However, between these extremes lies a whole 
world of feeling. Bizet has touched upon some 
of the nobler inflections thereof in the Mica#la 
aria. These, seemingly, leave Mme, Gluck both 
cold and uncertain; for her delivery of this 
number, by ita rhythmical eccentricities, con- 
fessed to a trepidation of the kind not intended 
by the composer. Mr. Stock and the orchestra 
found these same eccentricities sufficiently em- 
barrassing.

The conductor built his program around the 
numbers of the soloist. Mozart's “Jupiter” 
symphony prefaced the aria from “Il Re Pas- 

Loeffier’s symphonic fantasia, The 
s Villanelle”; D’Indy’s prelude to the first 
“Fervaal,” and Franck’s symphonic 
„ “Le Chasseur Maudit,” made its second 
half entirely representative of Gallic art. The 
symphony was an interpretative masterpiece, 
quite the finest bit of classic art which the 
season has developed, and, incidentally, the 
severest test to which the orchestra has been 
subjected, Its performance shed especial glory 
on the first violins. 

The D’Indy prelude represented the highest 
level of inspiration which the afternoon 
achieved, both as a composition and in the 
qualities of its performance. It is the only 
work of the new French school worthy to be 
compared with the Franck symphony, and Mr. 
Stock’s reading constaritly recalled the more 
familiar beauties of that masterpiece. Simi- 
larly convincing was the presentation of the 
early Franck symphonic poem, which concluded 
the program.

How Twelve Live on Small Income. 


The keeping of a large family on a small 
income has been for years the chief study of 
my husband and myself. Our family at pres- 
ent consists of twelve persons—father, mother, 
aged grandfather, aunt (in frail health), eight 
children, seven of whom 2 in school, and one 
too small to go. 

The only regular tnoome is the salary of the 
head of the family, a mall carrier. Friends 
who know that we have no debts, that we own 
the house we live in, free and clear, and are 
giving our children a high school education, 
often express wonder as to how we do it. 

Here are a few rules rigidly adhered to: If 
you cannot pay for a thing do without it until 
you can. Don't buy until you are reasonably 
sure you cannot do better elsewhere. Watch 
your weights and measures. If your dealer is 
honest it will help him to keep on being so. 

We buy cereals in bulk and by the whole 
sack, We use rice, oatmeal, farina, cornmeal, 
or barley for breakfast cereals. 

The cheaper cuts of meat are as palatable 
and as nutritioug as the more expensive. We 
use a good deal of flank of beef, breast of 
lamb, butts and shanks of ham. Cold meats 
are never wasted, but cleaned from the bones, 
chopped, and seasoned, and make excellent 
sandwiches for the school lunches 

are some substitutes we use When 
money is very short: When potatoes are high, 
use hominy or rice. For coffee, roasted rye 
and barley;in equal quantities makes a bev- 
erage far ahead of the much advertised cereal 
coffees. It costs & cents a pound at tea stores. 
Cecoa shells only cost & cents a pound and 
make an excellent beverage. 

We also save by buying our coal in the sum- 
mer and our supply of winter vegetables in the 
fall. We are fortunate in having a roomy cel- 
lar in which to store them. J. G. W.

IKING ig one ot the most popular of 
the late fall and early winter sports, 
for later on, when the snow drifts deep 
across the roadway, the temptation to 
tak~ a street car is almost irresistible. 

But in the nipping ozone laden air of No- 
vember hiking is a grand young sport. Any 
hiker will be able to tell you that walking ts 
the most marvelous exercise known; that it 
exercises all the muscles of the body, shakes 
up the liver, and rejuvenates the entire ner- 
vous system. After a hiker gets through talk.

But if you walk over to the drug store and 
around it three times when you haven't the 
slightest .business over there, or go past 
Clancy's saloon when Mike Clancy has said 
that if he caught you within a mile of his 
bar when he was around he would beat you 
to death, then you are a hiker. Walking for 
exercise must be for exercise only. It will not 
shake up your liver or reinvigorate your ner- 
vous system by walking down to the grocery 
after a cake of yeast or drilling down to the 
delicatessen store four blocks away after a 
half pound of butter.

Dish” gives a political recipe. As I under- 
stand it, you have to be an alderman—that ia, 
a member of one of the great city companies— 
before you can be a *ord mayor. The members 
of these companies, or elder men, from their 
numiber elect a magistrate. ) 


* Alderman’s Walk.—"“A old English 
delicacy, the most exquisite portion of the 
most exquisite joint in cookerydom, and 80 
called because at city dinners of our grand- 
fathers’ times it is alleged to have been re- 
served for the aldermen. It is none other than 
the first, longest, and juiciest longitudinal slice, 
next to the bone, of a succulent saddle of mut- 
ton, Southdown for choice, and four years old 
at that, though this age is rare. Remove this 
slice tenderly and with due reverence from the 
hot joint, lay it aside on a slice of bread, its 
own length, and let it get cold, thoroughly cold. 
Then prepare in the chafing dish a sauce com- 
posed of a walnut of butter, 4 teaspoon of 
Worcester, three drops of tabasco, three 
chopped chives, and an egg spoon of made mus- 
tard. Stir these ingredients until the amalga- 
mation is smooth and complete. Then take 
the bread, which should have absorbed a good 
deal of the juice, from under the alderman’s 
walk, cut it into strips, and lightly toast the 
strips. Drop the meat into the sauce and let 
it cook for eight minutes, turning it once—that 
is, four minutes for each side. Slide it out on 
to 4 hot dish, put the toast around it, eat it in 
a hurry, and thank your stars that you are 
alive to enjoy it. This is a dish which has few 
equals and no superior. It is simple, innocent, 
satisfying, and several other things.” 


A new lord mayor has been elected for the 
City, and in less than a month now tie great 
installation banquet will be held, for which 
Birch's will furnish turtle soup, as it has these 
many and many years, It is said that about 
fifteen turtles, making 600 pints of soup, are 
killed for the lord | mayor's Jvanguet, Each 
turtle (these are brought alive to London 
from the West Indies, and kept so until killed 
just preceding the four days’ process of mak- 
ing) costs $35. There is said to be a Mansion 
House turtle soup, but it is not made after the 
same recipe as is the famous Birch's soup. 

If I had tried .to do 20 I might have seven 
the turtles sleeping in a dim cellar, but I am 
rather tired of prowling in such places. I have 
seen a good many subterranean storerooms, 
since I came to London, old wine vaults with 
precious vintages, etc., and I have no desire 
to see live turtles, I once went through the 
business of seeing ane lose its life, and the 
soup afterwards made me deathly sick, It was 
too fat, 

The tables at Birch’s have nothing on them 
that does not suggest soup, but the real spe- 
clalty is powdered mint for the pea soup. 
There are, besides this, croutons, bread, and 
slices of lemon. 

I tasted of the turtle soup, but I took for my 
meal the pea soup. Powdered mint is a real 
addition to this, and so is lemon juice. The 
pea soup is sweet, too sweet, I think, for most 
tastes, but because it is so the addition of the 
lemon juice is most agreeable, 

I could not tell what sort of sweetening was 
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of Sunshine.

FOR NEW PLANT 


Chicago Bearing Metal Com- 
pany Acquires Property in 
West Forty-third Street. 


85 om 000 LOAN SECURED. 


Deal in Connection with Albert 
Dickinson Company Place 
on Southwest Side. 


The Chicago Bearing Metal company is 
about to erect a new $200,000 plant on a 
tract of land which it has just acquired from 
Ald. George F. Harding Jr. on West Forty- 
third street. The land, which comprises 
8.44 acres, on the north side of the street, 
lies between Western boulevard and the 
right of way of the Pittsburgh, Cincinnati, 
Chicago and St. Louis railroad, C. R. and I, 
road, and the Chicago Junction railway.
